Requested mice for the proposed project will be used to determine lethal dose 50 (LD50) values for 
RDX and N-nitroso metabolites of RDX. There is no abailable information in the literature for these 
values in respect to N-nitroso metabolites of RDX in deer mice. Obtained RDX value for deer mice 
will be used as a reference value. The US Environmental protection Agency’s (USEPA) Up-and-Dowi 
Procedure (UDP) will be the method used for this project.
